Capucci protests 
Israeli measures 

TRIPOLI, LIBYA, Feb. 5, 
(Agencies). — Jailed Greek Ca¬ 
tholic Archbishop of Jerusa¬ 
lem HUarion Capucci has accu¬ 
sed the Israelis of profaning 
Christ’s birthplace, in a mess¬ 
age received here. 

- The message, sent to the cu¬ 
rrent Christian-Islamic ■ confe- 
ence here from the Israeli pri¬ 
son cell where the prelate is 
serving a 12-year sentence for 
allegedly smuggling arms, also 
criticised an Israeli court ruling 
permitting Jews to pray in 
Jerusalem’s Al Aqsa Mosque. 

’The attempt to encroach on 
the Al Aqsa Mosque can only 
create hatred, resentment and 
disaccord,” Archbishop Capu¬ 
cci declared.

Parliament 
power to 


grants King Hussein 
postpone elections 


AMMAN. — Jordan's two houses of parliament, Thursday 
approved an amendment to article 73 of the constitution 
empowering Efis Majesty King Hussein to postpone elec¬ 
tions indefinitely. 

Parliament also added an article to the constitution, 
which states that in the event of “exceptional circumstan¬ 
ces necessitating a constitutional amendment during the 
period af postponement” of the general elections, “the 
King, acting on a decision by the cabinet, shall have the 
right to. call for an extra-ordinary session of the previous 
parliament to that end.” 

The 60-member Lower House, which includes repre¬ 
sentatives from the Israeli-occupiecd West Bank, was dis¬ 
solved in November, 1974 in compliance with a resolution 
of .the Seventh Arab Summit in Rabat. 

The King reiterated support for the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organisation (PLO) during Thursday's meeting with 
members of parliament at the Royal Court 

The cabinet has decided, and the King has agreed, 


that there will be no new elections to the Lower House. 
The old House will be revived and called on to exercise its 
former legislative powers. 

Addressing parliament. Premier Zeid Rifai said a deci¬ 
sion to hold general elections still stood but these would 
take place at the appropriate time. 

Justifying the indefinite postponement, Mr. Rifai said: 
“Holding general elections in compliance with the Rabat 
resolution requires legal measures averting elections in the 
West Bank. 

“The enemy (Israel) is certainly in favour of such elec¬ 
tions, for use as a pretext to persist in its professed poli¬ 
tical designs,” he added. 

“Accordingly, the holding of the elections would harm 
the Palestinian cause at a time when we arc trying to con¬ 
solidate Arab ranks in the interest of this cause,” the Pre¬ 
mier said. 

Many of the West Bank representatives in the Lower

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A family affair 

The current trip of Israeli Prime Minister Rabin to the 
United States should not be taken for much more than the 
inherent publicity factor that pervades the visit of any Israeli 
political leader to the United States. This one is even more 
glaring because Mr. Rabin is flying around the country making 
speeches and raising money, while his substantive political 
discussions with U.S. leaders are taking something of the back 
seat. 

This is all part of the special relationship that exists be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Israel. It is, in essence, a symbiotic relation¬ 
ship, with the Israelis getting the better end of the deal. The 
Israelis enjoy something of an open line of credit from the 
American government, and a similarly bountiful aid pipeline 
from the American people. 

For their part, the Americans say they stand behind Israel 
for some indigenous capacity to help the party they view as an 
underdog in any conflict. The Israelis understand this and per¬ 
sist in making speeches in front of American audiences about 
how the hundreds of millions of Arabs are surrounding the 
little state of Israel. The American public swallows the Kne 
year after year. 

What the U.S. gets for its support of Israel is the perpe¬ 
tuation and entrenchment of the single most disruptive factor 
in the Middle East — the state of Israel, and a state of Israel 
that has continuously expanded since the first waves of Jewish 
settlers came to the area in the early 20th century. 

In the context of international colonialism and imperialism, 
the state of Israel is a prime tool that outsiders use to keep the 
Middle East In turmoil. It has always been and continues to 
be the main factor that thwarts the development of Arab na¬ 
tionalist movements. 

It is something of a seasonal rite for Israeli state leaders 
to travel throughout the United States and tell the paternal 
partner that the child is in danger, and needs more support. 
This is what Mr. Rabin is doing this week. 

There have been recent signs that the United States may 
be ready to reassess the relationship with Israel. This will not 
ead to a family break, and the U.S. will not disown Israel. But 
viewed within the sweeping historical context of the past 50 
years, the Ann.-cans may be ready to sit down and conduct 
some hard filial bargaining, which is one reason why Mr. Rabin 
is doing more travelling and less talking.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One thing that His Majesty 
the King did not hammer out 
yesterday during his meeting 
with the reconvened parliament 
was Jordan’s role in projected 
Middle East settlement plans, 
Al-Rai said in its editorial. 

The paper said this was due 
to the fact that King Hussein 
does not think that Jordan has 
a role to play in isolation from 
the other Arab countries, whe¬ 
ther at Geneva or anywhere 
else. 

Jordan's actions will come as 
part and parcel of concerted 
Arab action, and will be in 
keeping with this country’s su¬ 
pport for the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization and its recog¬ 
nition of the T-LO’s rights to 
sole representation. 

The address by His Majesty 
Wednesday reflected his deep 
understanding of the conflict 
with the Zionist enemy and his 
vision for the future the paper 
said. 

Primarily, the meeting was 
held to ammend the constituti¬ 
on since parliamentary elections 
cannot be held and It Js un¬ 
thinkable to override the cons¬ 
titution which is respected by 
all. 

The King emphasised the 
dangers and difficulties that 
beset our people in the West 
Bank of the Jordan in view of 
the oppressive practices of the 
Israeli occupation authorities. 

He called for increased sup¬ 
port and solidarity with West 
Bank citizens leading to the 


liberation of all the occupied 
territories. 

“As Jordan is part of the 
Arab nation it is its national 
duty to increase cooperation 
with the sister state of Syria,” 
the paper said. 

It is hoped that the forth¬ 
coming stage will bring further 
steps towards unification bet¬ 
ween the one people of the two 
countries, the paper concluded. 

Three basic principles were 
outlined by His Majesty the 
King in his address to the 
legislatures yesterday, Ad Dus- 
tour said on Thursday. 

The first principle is to pro¬ 
vide continued support for our 
brothers in the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan, so as to en¬ 
able them to resist the occupa¬ 
tion authorities and to bring 
to light the enemy's plans to ev¬ 
acuate the Arabs population of 
the occupied territories or, fai¬ 
ling that, to allow the inhabi¬ 
tants a fake sort of local ad¬ 
ministration. 

The second principle is co¬ 
operation with Syria as a step 
towards total unity between the 
two countries so as to bolster 
the Arab front. 

The third principle is to con¬ 
tain the fighting in Lebanon. 
Arab coordination has foiled 
the plot to split the country 
into two. 

Ad Dustour concluded that 
more constructive and positive 
steps ought to be taken to br¬ 
ing about a stronger and fir¬ 
mer Arab stand.

India postpones 
general elections 
for one year 

NEW DELHI, Feb. 4, (R). — 
The Indian government today 
prolonged its hold on power 
through a bill postponing gen¬ 
eral elections for one year. 
Opposition speakers attacked 
the move as undemocratic and 
unjustified. 

The bill was passed by the 
Lok Sabha (Lower House) by 
165 votes to 20 with only about 
one-third of its members pre¬ 
sent. 

It extends the present man¬ 
date of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's ruling Congress Party 
government for a sixth year by 
putting off elections scheduled 
by March 18 this year. 

Mr Gokh&le said the country 
was faced with a “grave crisis” 
last June and the situation was 
not yet normal. Subversive for¬ 
ces were still lying low and it 
had to be made sure these for¬ 
ces never raised their heads 
again.

drought 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. (A- 
FP). — The drought affecting 
several fanning regions in the 
United States is increasingly 
threatening the next wheat har¬ 
vest, a document published by 
the department of agriculture 
said today. 

The department believed 
that the 1976 crop would be 
smaller than that of last year 
(58,000,000 tons), unless the 
situation improved rapidly. 

The report stressed that win¬ 
ter wheat, which represen t s 
three quarters of the total pro¬ 
duced in this country, has not 
been able to germinate proper¬ 
ly because of the lack of humi¬ 
dity. Moreover, if in addition 
snow or rain are further retar¬ 
ded the harvest will also be th¬ 
reatened by the wind, which 
will blow away soil in the sp¬ 
ring. 

The wheat crop in western 
Kansas has been particularly 
hard hit by the drought 


According to the english-lan-

LONDON. Feb. 4 (AFP). — 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Denis Healey confirmed to em¬ 
ployers and trade-union leaders 
today that he intended to ma¬ 
ke known a substantial packa¬ 
ge of anti-unemployment mea¬ 
sures in the House of Commons 
next week. 

These he said, would stimu¬ 
late investment and training for 
jobs. Stocks of some manufac¬ 
tured goods would be set up. 

The chancellor was speaking 
at a meeting of fee -National 
Development Council. 

At the same time. Minister 
of Trade Peter Shore demanded 
a special effort to step up in 
Britain the production of goods 
at present imported. 

Manufactured 'feoods worth 
$24 bfifion were imported last 
year. 

If only 5 per cent of these 
purchases were produced in 
this country, it would give a 
powerful impetus to e xp a nd ing 
the national economy, Mr. Sho¬ 
re asserted. 
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World-wide gold smuggling flourishes 


LONDON, Feb. 4 (AFP). — Eve¬ 
ry year “at least” 700 tons of 
gold bullion (equal to South 
Africa’s annual production) are 
smuggled across the world’s 
bonders into the major Medi¬ 
terranean Indian, Middle and 
Far Eastern markets, according 
to an article in the ETAL bul¬ 
letin monthly. 

The influential British trade 
journal, which has based its en¬ 
quiry on Charter Consolidated’s 
famous 1969 report on gold 
pointed out that much of the 
smuggling was for private ho¬ 
arding. 

Of total West European con¬ 
sumption, jewellery accounts 
for 58 per cent pure industrial 
application for 5 per cent, den¬ 
tistry 4 per cent and firm ho¬ 
arding 33 per cent. 

In France, where there is an 
“insatiable appetite for gold,” 
non-monetary demand proba¬ 
bly averaged 300 tons in the 
years 1968/1974. 

“The recent world recession 
and inflation may have provok¬ 
ed even larger private purcha¬ 
ses,” the journal added. 

The Swiss, the world’s lead¬ 
ing refiners of non-monetary 
gold, are said to have handled 
500 tons in 1974 and were rea¬ 
dy to cast any shape requested 
by “certain clients.”: 

The “Savonette” (soap bar), 
preferred by smugglers travel¬ 
ling from Zurich by land to 
France or the ten-tola “biscuit” 
favoured by those travelling to 
the Middle East for their 30 ki¬ 
lo capacity corsets.” 

In the Middle East, gold is 
very much part of the public 
monetary system. "The princi¬ 
pal nodal points are Beirut, Ku¬ 
wait and Dubai.” 

Beirut is considered the ma¬ 
jor smuggling centre for the 
Middle East, as it is surrounded 
by countries which do not per¬ 
mit the importation of gold. It 
is still a supplier for the Far 
East and trades as far afield as 
Curacao, Nigeria and, on one 
occasion even Finland. Its lar¬ 
gest market is Turkey. 


However, the Arab attitude 
to gold is less reverent than the 
Indian and they are not prepa¬ 
red to buy at any price. 

During 1975 business through 
Beirut is reported to have' been 
“drastically down.” 

Kuwait’s supplies come pri¬ 
marily through the Swiss banks 
although it has lost its promi¬ 
nence in recent years with the 
increase of oil revenues. Its 
main markets are now Iran, 


Iraq, Saudi Arabia and, to a li¬ 
mited extent, India. 

As for Dubai, where “there 
are lots of dentists,” the mon¬ 
thly journal considered it the 
third largest gold market in 
the world, organised by well- 
known local merchants. 

Probably at least a quarter 
of the Dubai traffic is financed 
from Kuwait, Qatar and Bah¬ 
rain, with India the main mar¬ 
ket 


British industry shows 
recent export increases 


LONDON, Feb. 4 (AFP). — The 
slight increase in confidence 
within British industry over the 
past few weeks is confirmed by 
the latest quarterly survey is¬ 
sued by the Confederation of 
British Industry. 

The probe, involving more 
than two thousand firms, re¬ 
veals an improvement in ex¬ 
port sales, chiefly in the sector 
of light industry and particu¬ 
larly in textiles and chemicals. 

In fact, exporters are today 
as optimistic as in the Autumn 
jump of 1973 just ahead of the 
big miners’ strike and the oil 
price. 

The competitive edge given 
by Ihe pound sterling still 
seems to be less than it might 
be, in spite of an eight per cent 
de facto devaluation in a year 
under the floatin gexehange ra¬ 
te system. 

Bpt another major handicap 
to sales abroad, long delivery 
times, had virtually de appear I 
ed. In this respect Britain has 
never been so competitive sin¬ 
ce the surveys started, 11 years 
ago. 

On the domestic market, 
things have been looking up in 
the past four months. Although 
order books are still getting 
thinner in the sphere of capital 
equipment even though the 
slow down is not so great, else¬ 
where the picture is brighter, 
particularly for chemicals. 


The production decline seems 
to have levelled although it is 
true that 78 per cent of firms 
were working below capacity 
last month against 73 per cent 
in Oct. and 61 per cent in Jan. 
1975. 

But only five per cent of firms 
report an output decline in the 
four months. 

At the time of the previous 
probe, the figure was 25 per 
cent. By next May a bottoming- 
outt should have occurred. 

Stocks reduction continued 
during the four months cover¬ 
ed by the survey,' but more 
slowly than before. A recovery 
appears under way in motors, 
paper and consumer goods. 

There is more confidence ab¬ 
out investment. Capital spend¬ 
ing will continued declining in 
the first half of this year but a 
tumaroimd is likely in the se¬ 
cond half. The 1976 drop as a 
whole is forecast as eight per 
cent. 

The employment scene re¬ 
mains grim. The confederation 
expects a further rise in jobless 
during the coming four months, 
and a less pronounced increase 
towards the end of the year. 

The confederation’s view is 
that priority must still be gi¬ 
ven to fighting inflation. 

It would be premature and 
dangerous to depress the eco¬ 
nomic accelerator ait this stage, 
it declares.

PARIS. Feb. 5 (AFP). — The 
Western economy is in danger 
of “generalised stop and go” in 
years to come, French econom¬ 
ist Jacques Attali said in as 
article published by the news¬ 
paper Le Monde. 

If the type of growth In the 
West is not changed in the co¬ 
ming five years, by 1980 the 
number of jobs in industry 
throughout Europe would decli¬ 
ne, and the services sector 
would not be able to absorb 
this under-emptoyaneni. 

He forecast that companies 
seeking higher returns would 
speed up the replacement of 
labour by capital, resulting in 
a higher capital investment per 
unit product as demand fell. 
This meant a drop in the effec¬ 
tiveness of capital spending and 
a fall in competitmty. 

“Without an anticipation of 
fast sustained growth in natio¬ 
nal and international demand, 
output levels in an unplanned 
economy cannot be maintained, 
and the stop and go process 
will become generalized,” he 
said. 

Borrowing by companies had 
increased substantially. In 
France company debt had risen 
eleven-fold in a decade and was 
now four years’ cash flow. 

In the U.S. net profit was 
now only four times the inter¬ 
est burden against nine times a 
few years ago. 

There was no means today of 
“recreating freedom to borrow, 
in view of the growing insol¬ 
vency of the financial system 
and the size of capital needs.” 

Companies were asking for 
more “crotches” in order to In¬ 
vest. Measures included a deva¬ 
luation of currency in the case 
of France, the “fiscalisation” of 
social charges in Italy, a drop 
in real wages in West Germany,

Massive banking loans to 
finance North Sea oil 


LONDON, Feb. 5 (R). — An in¬ 
ternational banking consorti um 
is providing a $315 million loan 
to finance development of Bri¬ 
tain's North Sea Oil reserves. 

The loan agreement signed 
yesterday in London marks re¬ 
newed interest in the North 
Sea by international banks, go¬ 
vernment sources said it show¬ 
ed that banking interests had 
not been put off by Britain’s po¬ 
licies on taxation and stale par¬ 
ticipation in the oil industry. 

A consortium headed by the 
International Energy Bank and 
the Republic National Bank of 
Dallas is providing $75 million 
to Occidental Petroleum Group 
and a further $100 million to

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California doctors 
end go-slow against 
insurance premiums 

LOS ANGELES, California, 
Feb. 5, (AFP). — Thousands of 
California doctors went back 
to full-time working today after 
a 35-day go-slow to protest at 
what they called excessive in¬ 
surance premiums covering 
them in cases of alleged malpr¬ 
actice. 

Since UJS. courts started aw¬ 
arding damages to the victims 
of medical negligence that ran 
into millions of dollars, insu¬ 
rance companies have upped 
premiums for doctors. Accord¬ 
ing to one source, some doctors 
pay more than $ 30,000 a year 

to protect themselves against 
the consequences of a lawsuit. 

More than half—23,000 out 
of 41,000—of the doctors in 
South California took part in 
the slowdown, but a spokesman 
said they ‘worked in rotation 
and no seriously ill person was 
ever in danger.
